Prior to 1997,
hearings before the Director of Taxation were to be held
in accordance with the provisions of the Kansas Admin-
istrative Procedure Act. After 1997, hearings before the
Director of Taxation are held as informal conferences in
accordance with K.S.A. 79-3226.

Article 11.—WITHHOLDING AND
ESTIMATED TAX

Revocation of K.A.R. 92-11-1, 92-11-2, 92-11-3, 92-11-4,

Article 22.—HOMESTEAD TAX RELIEF

Amendments to K.A.R. 92-22-4, 92-22-23 and 92-22-25:
K.AR. 92-22-4 was amended to define the term ““domi-
cile.” K.A.R. 92-22-23 was amended to remove language
that indicated the sum of property tax and rent consti-
tuting property tax was limited to $400, and to instead
refer to the statutory limit found in K.S.A. 79-4509. K.A.R.
92-22-25 was amended to establish clearer guidelines con-
cerning what proof must be submitted in support of a
claim for refund.

Revocation of K.A.R. 92-22-19, 92-22-22 and 92-22-24:
K.AR. 92-22-19 is being revoked because the 2000 amend-
ment of K.S.A. 79-4517 makes it obsolete. K.A.R. 92-22-22
is being revoked because the 1988 amendment of K.S.A.
79-4502 makes it obsolete. K.A.R. 92-22-24 is being re-
voked because the 1989 and 1992 amendments of K.S.A.
79-4509 make the dollar amount shown incorrect, and the
balance of the regulation is not necessary.

Adoption of K.A.R. 92-22-33 and 92-22-34: K.A.R. 92-
22-33 provides guidelines for determining when a child
is considered a dependent child of the claimant. K.A.R.
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92-22-34 provides guidelines for determining when a
claim of refund is complete.

Article 4—MOTOR CARRIERS OF PERSONS
AND PROPERTY

82-4-3. Motor carrier safety regulations. (a) The fol-
lowing parts of the federal rules and regulations prom-
ulgated by the U.S. department of transportation are
hereby adopted by reference. The adoption by reference
shall cover the parts as in effect on October 1, 2000:

(1) General: 49 C.E.R. Part 390, except for the follow-
ing:
(A) 49 C.E.R. 390.3(b) and (f);

(B) the following terms as they appear in 49 C.F.R.
390.5: “motor vehicle,” “person,” and ““private motor car-
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rier of property”’; “‘commercial motor vehicle,
carrier,”” and ““driver”’; and

(C) 49 C.F.R. 390.11;

(2) qualifications of drivers: 49 C.F.R. Part 391, except
for the following:

(A) 49 CEF.R. 391.11(b)(1);

(B) 49 C.F.R. 391.67; and

(C) 49 C.F.R. 391.69;

(3) driving of motor vehicles: 49 C.F.R. Part 392;

(4) parts and accessories necessary for safe operation:
49 C.F.R. Part 393, except 49 C.EF.R. 393.81, 393.87, and
393.95(a);

(5) hours of service of drivers: 49 C.F.R. Part 395, ex-
cept 49 C.F.R. 395.1(h), (i), and (k);

(6) hours of service of drivers engaged in transporta-
tion for agricultural operations: 49 C.F.R. 395.1(k), with
the following provisions:

(A) “Agricultural commodities” means the unproces-
sed products of agriculture, horticulture, and cultivation
of the soil, including wheat, corn, hay, milo, sorghum,
sunflowers, and soybeans. Agricultural commodities
shall not include livestock and livestock products, milk,
honey, poultry products, timber products, and nursery
stock, nor shall the term include the transportation of haz-
ardous materials of the type or quantity that requires the
vehicle to be placarded;

(B) “farm supplies” means supplies or equipment for
use in the planting or harvesting of agricultural commod-
ities, but shall not include the transportation of hazardous
materials of the type or quantity that requires the vehicle
to be placarded;

(C) “hazardous materials,” as used in K.A.R. 82-4-
3(a)(6) only, shall not include fertilizer, animal waste used
as fertilizer, anhydrous ammonia, and pesticides; and

(D) “planting and harvesting season’” means the time
periods for planting and harvesting that occur between
January 1 and December 31;

(7) inspection, repair, and maintenance: 49 C.F.R. Part
396;

(8) transportation of hazardous materials; driving and
parking rules: 49 C.E.R. Part 397;

(9) transportation of migrant workers: 49 C.F.R. Part
398;

(10) employee safety and health standards: 49 C.F.R.
Part 399;

(11) minimum levels of financial responsibility for mo-
tor carriers: 49 C.F.R. Part 387, except strictly intrastate
nonhazardous motor carriers covered under K.S.A. 66-
1,128 and amendments thereto;

(12) procedures for transportation workplace drug
testing programs: 49 C.F.R. Part 40 and 49 C.F.R. Part 382;

(13) safety fitness procedures: 49 C.F.R. Part 385; and

(14) rules of practice for motor carrier safety and haz-
ardous materials proceedings: 49 C.F.R. 386.72.

(b) Whenever the incorporated federal regulations or
other operator standards refer to portions of the federal
regulations or other operating standards that are not in-
cluded under subsection (a) of this regulation, those ref-
erences shall not be applicable to this regulation unless
otherwise specifically adopted.

(c) The following terms as used in this regulation and
the identified sections of the regulations adopted by ref-
erence shall be defined as follows:

motor
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(1) “Authorized personnel,” as used in 49 C.F.R.
396.9(c), means members of the Kansas highway patrol,
any other law enforcement officer in the state, or author-
ized representatives of the commission who have been
certified in the inspection of motor carriers based on the
motor carrier safety assistance program standards.

(2) “Regional director of motor carriers,” as used in 49
C.F.R. 391.51(b)(2), means the director of the transporta-
tion division of the commission.

(3) “Regional director of motor carriers,” as used in 49
C.F.R. 391.51(g), means the superintendent of the Kansas
highway patrol and the director of the transportation di-
vision of the commission.

(4) “Special agent of FHWA" and “special agent of the
federal highway administration and authorized represen-
tatives of the federal highway administration,” as used
in 49 C.F.R. 395.13(a), 398.8(a), and appendix B to sub-
chapter B, mean authorized representatives of the com-
mission, and members of the Kansas highway patrol or
any other law enforcement officers in the state who have
been certified in the inspection of motor carriers based on
the motor carrier safety assistance program standards.

(d) The commission’s safety regulations and the fed-
eral safety regulations adopted by reference in this article
shall not apply to the occasional transportation of per-
sonal property by private motor carriers that is not for
compensation and is not in the furtherance of a commer-
cial enterprise.

The regulations are proposed for changes and adoption
on a permanent basis. A brief summary of the proposed
regulations and economic impact follows:

K.A.R. 68-1-1e. This regulation is not needed in that
currently all schools and colleges of pharmacy in the
United States are accredited by the American Council on
Pharmaceutical Education.

Economic Impact: There is no anticipated economic im-
pact on the public, registrants, the Board of Pharmacy or
other governmental agencies.

K.A.R. 68-1-3. This regulation is to be revoked as the
pharmaceutical experience requirements are currently in
statute.

Economic Impact: There is no anticipated economic im-
pact on the public, registrants, the Board of Pharmacy or
other governmental agencies.

K.A.R. 68-2-5. This regulation is amended to reflect a
five-day notice to the board when the pharmacist in
charge ceases to be employed as the pharmacist in charge
at a pharmacy.

Economic Impact: There is no anticipated economic im-
pact on the public, registrants, the Board of Pharmacy or
other governmental agencies.

K.A.R. 68-9-1. The automated prescription system sec-
tion in this regulation is to be changed to reflect the tech-
nological changes in pharmacy practice. The change
would allow pharmacies to maintain a written or elec-
tronic daily prescription log.

Economic Impact: There is no anticipated economic im-
pact to the Board of Pharmacy. Registrants may realize

Opinion No. 2001-19

Written October 18, 2001, to Craig Collins, Executive Di-
rector, Kansas Association of Addiction Professionals, To-
peka.

This opinion is in response to your letter of October 18,
2001, in which you request an opinion from the Kansas
Governmental Ethics Commission concerning the State
level governmental ethics laws (K.S.A. 46-215 et seq.). We
note at the outset that the Commission’s jurisdiction is
limited to the application of K.S.A. 46-215 et seq., and
whether some other statutory system, common law the-
ory or agency rule or regulation applies to your inquiry
is not covered by this opinion.

Factual Statement

We understand that you request this opinion in your
capacity as Executive Director of the Kansas Association
of Addiction Professionals (KAAP). You have explained
that KAAP conducts numerous seminars and trainings
throughout the year. At these seminars and trainings,
KAAP provides continuing education units (CEUs) to the
attendees. In light of the continuing interest in legalized
gambling and other issues affecting your association’s
members, you are considering providing complimentary
access to these trainings to interested legislators, employ-
ees of the legislative branch, and state employees of the
executive branch. In addition, you note that some of these
individuals may be addiction professionals who would
receive a benefit from receiving the CEUs. Finally, you
have informed us that KAAP is registered to lobby in the
state of Kansas.

Questions
I. May a state legislator or other employee of the leg-
islative branch accept complimentary admission to
a KAAP seminar or training without violating
State governmental ethics laws?

II. May a state employee in the executive branch ac-
cept complimentary admission to a KAAP seminar
or training without violating State governmental
ethics laws?

Opinion

With respect to your first question regarding legislators
and legislative staff, K.5.A. 46-237 applies. It states in per-
tinent part:

(a) Except as provided by this section, no state officer or

employee, candidate for state office or state officer elect
shall accept, or agree to accept any (1) economic oppor-
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tunity, gift, loan, gratuity, special discount, favor, hospi-
tality or service having an aggregate value of $40 or more
in any calendar year . . . from any one person known to
have a special interest, under circumstances where such
person knows or should know that a major purpose of the
donor is to influence such person in the performance of
their official duties or prospective official duties.

(b) Except as provided by this section, no person with a
special interest shall offer, pay, give or make any (1) ec-
onomic opportunity, gift, loan, gratuity, special discount,
favor, hospitality or service having an aggregate value of
$40 or more in any calendar year or (2) hospitality in the
form of recreation having an aggregate value of $100 or
more in any calendar year to any state officer or em-
ployee, candidate for state office or state officer elect with
a major purpose of influencing such officer or employee,
candidate for state office or state officer elect in the per-
formance of official duties or prospective official duties.

Three elements must be shown before the prohibitions
in these sections apply. First, the value of the gift must
be $40.00 or greater. Second, the person giving the gift
must have a special interest in the person accepting the
gift. And finally, the person accepting the gift must know
or should have known that a major purpose of the donor
was to influence such person in the performance of their
official duties or prospective official duties. If any element
is not met, the restrictions in this statute do not apply.

With regard to the first element, you have informed a
member of our staff that these seminars and trainings cost
in excess of $40.00. With regard to the second element,
because KAAP is registered to lobby in the state of Kan-
sas, it is an organization with a special interest in the leg-
islature. With regard to the third and final element, how-
ever, based upon the facts presented to the Commission,
it is clear that KAAP would be offering complimentary
access to these seminars to members of the Kansas leg-
islature and their legislative staff in order to educate them
regarding an issue before the legislature.

There has been no evidence presented to the Commis-
sion to suggest that KAAP has a major purpose of influ-
encing the legislators or their staff in the performance of
their official duties or prospective official duties. There-
fore, the Commission determines that state legislators
and employees of the legislative branch may accept com-
plimentary registration to KAAP seminars and trainings
without violating State governmental ethics laws.

The Commission notes, however, that these individuals
may not receive free CEU credits. Because the legislators
and legislative employees attending the seminar or train-
ing do not require CEU credits in their state capacities,
they would be receiving a personal benefit which would
not be given to educate them in their state positions.
Therefore, they may accept access to the seminar or train-
ing in order to gain educational knowledge, but they may
not accept free CEU credits without violating K.S.A. 46-
237.

With regard to your second question regarding state
employees in the executive branch, K.S.A. 46-237a and
K.S.A. 46-237(c) apply. K.S.A. 46-237a states in pertinent
part:

(b) No person subject to the provisions of this section shall
solicit or accept any gift, economic opportunity, loan, gra-
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tuity, special discount or service provided because of such
person’s official position, except:

(3) anything of value received by the person on behalf of
the state that inures to the benefit of the state or that be-
comes the property of the state.

If the executive branch state employee’s presence at the
seminar serves a legitimate state purpose, and his or her
agency authorizes or would authorize payment for this
seminar, the waiver of the registration fee is a gift to the
agency and not to the state employee. Because this gift
will inure to the benefit of the State, the complimentary
registration and CEU credits may be accepted without
causing a violation of the state level conflict of interest
laws.

The one caveat to this, however, is presented in K.S.A.
46-237(c), which states:

No person licensed, inspected or regulated by a state
agency shall offer, pay, give or make any economic op-
portunity, gift, loan, gratuity, special discount, favor, hos-
pitality or service having an aggregate value of $40 or
more in any calendar year to such agency or any state
officer or employee, candidate for state office or state of-
ficer elect of that agency.

If KAAP is licensed, inspected or regulated by the state
agency, it may not provide a gift having an aggregate
value of $40 or more in any calendar year.

In conclusion, KAAP may provide legislators and em-
ployees of the legislative branch with complimentary ac-
cess to KAAP seminars and trainings for educational pur-
poses, but it may not provide them with free CEU credits.
In addition, KAAP may provide complimentary registra-
tion to executive branch employees without causing a vi-
olation of the state level conflict of interest laws, if the
agency authorizes payment or would authorize payment
for the employee to attend the seminar, so long as KAAP
is not licensed, inspected, or regulated by the state
agency.

Opinion No. 2001-20

Written October 18, 2001, to Sharon Patnode, Assistant
Secretary, Kansas Department of Health and Environ-
ment, Topeka.

This opinion is in response to your letter of October 12,
2001, in which you request an opinion from the Kansas
Governmental Ethics Commission concerning the state
level conflict of interest laws (K.S.A. 46-215 et seq.). We
note at the outset that the Commission’s jurisdiction is
limited to the application of K.S.A. 46-215 et seq., and
whether some other statutory system, common law the-
ory or agency rule or regulation applies to your inquiry
is not covered by this opinion.

Factual Statement

We understand that you are asking for this opinion in
your capacity as Assistant Secretary of the Kansas De-
partment of Health & Environment (KDH&E). You have
explained that K.S.A. 75-5663 et. seq. established the Ad-
visory Committee on Trauma (Advisory Committee). A
long time member of the Advisory Committee is contem-
plating accepting employment with the Kansas Hospital

(continued)
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Association (Association). This member was involved in
the making of a contract between the Advisory Commit-
tee and the Association to establish a Trauma registry.

Question

May this member of the Advisory Committee accept
employment with the Kansas Hospital Association?
Opinion

The initial question that must be addressed is whether
this Advisory Committee member is a state officer or em-
ployee subject to the restrictions contained in K.S.A. 46-
233.K.S.A. 46-221(a) defines who is and who is not a state
officer and employee. It states in pertinent part:

(@) . . . State officer or employee does not in-
clude . . . any appointed member of an advisory coun-
cil, commission or board, who serves without compen-
sation other than amounts for expense allowances or
reimbursement of expenses as provided for in subsection
(e) of K.S.A. 75-3223 and amendments thereto, when such
member is engaged in performing a function or duty for
such council, commission or board.

You have informed a member of our staff in a tele-
phone conversation, that the Advisory Committee mem-
bers serve without compensation other than amounts al-
lotted pursuant to K.S.A. 75-3223. Because this member
of the Advisory Committee is not a state officer or em-
ployee, she is not subject to the restrictions contained in
K.S.A. 46-233. Therefore, there are no statutes in the gov-
ernmental ethics laws (K.S.A. 46-215 et seq.) that would
prohibit the scenario you have described.

Opinion No. 2001-21

Written October 18, 2001, to La Krisha Paschal, Kansas
Department of Social and Rehabilitation Services, Wichita
Area Office, Wichita.

This opinion is in response to your letter of October 5,
2001, in which you request an opinion from the Kansas
Governmental Ethics Commission concerning the state
level conflict of interest laws (K.S.A. 46-215 et seq.). We
note at the outset that the Commission’s jurisdiction is
limited to the application of K.S.A. 46-215 et seq., and
whether some other statutory system, common law the-
ory or agency rule or regulation applies to your inquiry
is not covered by this opinion.

Factual Statement

We understand that you are asking for this opinion in
your capacity as an Economic and Employment Support
Specialist with the Wichita office of the Kansas Depart-
ment of Social & Rehabilitation Services (SRS). You are
interested in becoming a foster care provider. You have
explained that in your position with SRS you handle med-
ical, cash, childcare, and food stamp benefits, and that
you do not deal directly with foster care cases. In addi-
tion, you have informed a member of our staff in a tele-
phone conversation that you would not be involved in
the handling of any benefits for the children in your care.

Question
May an SRS Support Specialist become a foster care
provider?

Opinion
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Four statutes apply to the question you have raised:
K.S.A. 46-233(a), which involves participation in the mak-
ing of contracts; K.S.A. 46-235, which governs restrictions
on compensation of state employees, K.S.A. 46-241, which
involves the use of confidential information; and K.S.A.
46-286, which involves a state employees participation in
the licensure and inspection of businesses. Each of these
statutes will be addressed in turn.

K.S.A. 46-233 states in pertinent part:

(a)(1) No state officer or employee shall in the capacity as
such officer or employee be substantially involved in the
preparation of or participate in the making of a contract
with any person or business by which such officer or em-
ployee is employed. . . .

Under this provision, you are prohibited, as a state em-
ployee, from being substantially involved in the prepa-
ration of, or participating in the making of, a contract with
yourself. Absent your participation as a state employee
in the making of a contract with yourself as a foster care
provider, this statute would not prohibit you from be-
coming a foster care provider.

K.S.A. 46-235 states in pertinent part:

No state officer or employee shall accept compensation
for performance of official duties, other than that to which
such person is entitled for such performance. . . . The re-
ceipt of wages or salary from an individual’s non-state
employer during a period of service as a state officer or
employee shall not be construed as compensation for per-
formance of official duties.

Pursuant to this statute, so long as it is not part of your
current state duties to perform foster care services, K.S.A.
46-235 would not prohibit you from accepting compen-
sation for performing these services.

K.S.A. 46-241 states:

No state officer or employee shall disclose or use confi-
dential information acquired in the course of his or her
official duties in order to further his or her own economic
interest or those of any other person.

This section is self-explanatory. Confidential informa-
tion obtained during your official duties with the State
may not be used for your financial gain or the financial
gain of another.

Finally, K.S.A. 46-286 states in pertinent part:

(a) No state officer or employee, in the officer’s or em-

ployee’s official capacity, shall participate directly in the

licensure, inspection or administration or enforcement of
any regulation of or in any contract with any outside or-

ganization with which the officer or employee holds a

position.

Pursuant to this statute, you would be prohibited from
being involved in the licensure, inspection, administra-
tion, or enforcement of any regulation or contract regard-
ing your provision of foster care services. Absent any
such involvement, this statute would not prohibit you
from becoming a foster care provider.

In conclusion, K.S.A. 46-233(a)(1) does not prohibit you
from becoming a foster care provider, so long as you do
not, in your capacity as a state employee, participate in
the making of any contracts between the State and your-
self. Pursuant to K.S.A. 46-235, as long as it is not part of
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your current state duties to perform foster care services,
you would not be prohibited from accepting compensa-
tion for performing these services. Pursuant to K.S.A. 46-
241, confidential information obtained during your offi-
cial duties with the State may not be used for your
financial gain or the financial gain of another. And finally,
pursuant to K.S.A. 46-286, you would be prohibited from
being involved in the licensure, inspection, administra-
tion, or enforcement of any regulation or contract regard-
ing your provision of foster care services.

Opinion No. 2001-22

Written October 9, 2001, to William L. Frost, Manhattn
City Attorney, Manhattan.

This opinion is in response to your letter of September
25, 2001, in which you request an opinion from the Kan-
sas Governmental Ethics Commission concerning the ap-
plication of the local level conflict of interest laws (K.S.A.
75-4301a et seq.). We note at the outset that the Commis-
sion’s jurisdiction is limited to the application of K.S.A.
75-4301a et seq., and whether some other statutory system,
common law theory, or agency rule or regulation applies
to your inquiry is not covered by this opinion.

Factual Statement

We understand that you request this opinion in your
capacity as the City Attorney for the City of Manhattan,
Kansas (the City) which is classified as a city of the first
class. You have explained that the governing body of the
City (City Commission) consists of five elected officials
and that four members are required for a quorum. The
City has certain economic development funds which it
makes available to businesses within the community. In
order to receive these funds, the business requests funds
from the City. This request must be approved by the City
Commission which then authorizes a contract between
the City and the business.

The Mercy Community Health Foundation, Inc., (the
Foundation) is a Kansas corporation organized solely to
support the Mercy Health Center of Manhattan, Inc.
(Health Center). In order to receive funds from the Foun-
dation, the Health Center makes a request to the Foun-
dation, and the Board of Directors of the Foundation re-
views the request before granting approval. You have
informed us that this review and approval process is an
arms length transaction.

The Foundation has requested economic development
funds from the City. You have informed us that two of
the City Commissioners have spouses who are employed
by the Health Center, although neither has any tie to the
Foundation. Both of these spouses have received more
than $2,000 in compensation from the Health Center in
the preceding calendar year.

Question

May these two City Commissioners participate in the
making of the contract for the economic development
funds between the City and the Foundation without vi-
olating K.S.A. 75-4304?
Opinion

As City Commissioners for a city of the first class, these
individuals are governed by the local level conflict of in-
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terest laws (K.S.A. 75-4301a et seq.). Under these laws,
K.S.A. 75-4304(a) applies to the making of contracts. It
states in pertinent part:

No local governmental officer or employee shall, in the
capacity of such an officer or employee, make or partici-
pate in the making of a contract with any person or busi-
ness by which such officer or employee is employed or in
whose business the officer or employee has a substantial
interest.

K.S.A. 75-4301a(a) defines the phrase substantial inter-
est. It states in pertinent part:

(2) If an individual or an individual’s spouse, either in-
dividually or collectively, has received during the preced-
ing calendar year compensation which is or will be re-
quired to be included as taxable income on federal income
tax returns of the individual and spouse in an aggregate
amount of $2,000 from any business or combination of
businesses, the individual has a substantial interest in that
business or combination of businesses.

Because the spouses have each earned more than $2,000
in compensation from the Health Center, they and their
respective City Commission spouses have a substantial
interest in the Health Center and would be prohibited
from participating in the making of a contract between
the Health Center and the City. This interest, however,
does not give them a substantial interest in the Founda-
tion, which is a legally recognized separate entity. Be-
cause the contract at issue is between the City and the
Foundation, the local level conflict of interest laws do not
prohibit these Commissioners from being involved in the
making of this contract.

Opinion No. 2001-23

Written October 18, 2001, to Rebecca Floyd, Executive
Vice President/General Counsel, Kansas Development Fi-
nance Authority, Topeka.

This opinion is in response to your letter of October 10,
2001, in which you request an opinion from the Kansas
Governmental Ethics Commission concerning the appli-
cation of the state level conflict of interest laws (K.S.A.
46-215 et seq.). We note at the outset that the Commis-
sion’s jurisdiction is limited to the application of K.S.A.
46-215 et seq., and whether some other statutory system,
common law theory, or agency rule or regulation applies
to your inquiry is not covered by this opinion.

Factual Statement

We understand that you request this opinion in your
capacity as the Executive Vice President and General
Counsel for the Kansas Development Finance Authority
(KDFA). You have explained that Jack Brier is the Presi-
dent of the KDFA. His role as President is the equivalent
of a position as executive director of a state agency. In his
private capacity, Mr. Brier is involved in a variety of busi-
ness and real estate interests, and holds a position with
Billard Properties, LLC., (Billard). In January of 2001, Bil-
lard entered into a contract with the Kansas Highway
Patrol (KHP) to construct a building and lease it to the
KHP. The contract included an option allowing the KHP
to purchase the property, and the KHP has notified Bil-
lard of its intent to exercise that option.
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On October 4, 2001, Acting Secretary of the Department
of Administration, Joyce Glasscock, requested that the
KDFA issue bonds for the purchase of this building. The
KDFA held its regularly scheduled meeting on October
5, 2001, at which representatives of the Department of
Administration and the KHP presented information re-
garding this request. As President of the KDFA, Mr. Brier
is a non-voting, ex officio member of the KDFA Board.
Prior to this presentation and the subsequent discussions
by the Board, Mr. Brier excused himself from the room.
The KDFA unanimously voted to adopt a Resolution of
Intent to issue the bonds for the KHP project, subject to
an opinion by the Governmental Ethics Commission that
the KDFA's action was appropriate in light of Mr. Brier’s
positions with the KDFA and Billard.

Question
In light of Mr. Brier’s involvement with Billard, is it a
violation of the State Governmental Ethics laws for the
KDFA to issue bonds for this transaction?
Opinion
Two statutes apply to the question you have raised:
K.S.A. 46-233(a), which involves participation in the mak-
ing of contracts, and K.S.A. 46-241, which involves the
use of confidential information. Each of these statutes will
be addressed in turn.
K.S.A. 46-233 states in pertinent part:
(a)(1) No state officer or employee shall in the capacity as
such officer or employee be substantially involved in the
preparation of or participate in the making of a contract
with any person or business by which such officer or em-
ployee is employed or in whose business such officer or
employee or any member of such officer’s or employee’s
immediate family has a substantial interest . . . .

Under this provision, Mr. Brier would be prohibited,
as a state employee, from being substantially involved in
the preparation of, or participating in the making of, a
contract between the KDFA and Billard. In the specific
case, however, the contract at issue is between the KDFA
and the Department of Administration and the KHP. Be-
cause Mr. Brier has no substantial interest in the Depart-
ment of Administration or the KHP, he would not be pro-
hibited from participating in the making of this contract.

K.5.A. 46-241 states:

No state officer or employee shall disclose or use confi-
dential information acquired in the course of his or her
official duties in order to further his or her own economic
interest or those of any other person.

This section is self-explanatory. Confidential informa-
tion obtained during Mr. Brier’s official duties with the
State may not be used for his financial gain or the finan-
cial gain of another.

In conclusion, K.S.A. 46-233(a)(1) does not prohibit Mr.
Brier from participating in the making of this contract. In
addition, Mr. Brier should be careful that confidential in-
formation obtained during his official duties with the
State is not used for his financial gain or the financial gain
of another.

Opinion No. 2001-24
Written November 20, 2001, to Richard A. Bendis, Presi-
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dent and CEO, Kansas Technology Enterprise Corpora-
tion, Topeka.

This opinion is in response to your letter of October 26,
2001, in which you request an advisory opinion from the
Kansas Governmental Ethics Commission concerning the
application of the governmental ethics laws (K.S.A. 46-
215 et seq.). We note at the outset that the Commission’s
jurisdiction is limited to the application of K.S.A. 46-215
et seq., and whether some other statutory system, com-
mon law theory or agency rule and regulation applies to
your inquiry is not covered by this opinion.

Factual Statement

We understand you request this opinion in your ca-
pacity as President & CEO of the Kansas Technology En-
terprise Corporation (KTEC). You have explained that
Clyde C. Engert, as a KTEC employee, developed soft-
ware that is used by KTEC. Mr. Engert retired from the
State in July of this year, and has now approached KTEC
about the possibility of its licensing the software to him
so that he can market it.

Question

May KTEC license this software to Mr. Engert without
violating any of the governmental ethics laws?
Opinion

This question involves the application of the govern-
mental ethics laws (K.S.A. 46-215 et seq.). We have re-
viewed those laws and find nothing that would prohibit
the scenario you have described. We suggest, however,
that you contact the Attorney General to determine
whether some other statutory system is applicable.

Opinion No. 2001-25

Written November 20, 2001, to Daniel D. Creitz, Erie City
Attorney, Hines, Ahlquist & Creitz, P.A., Erie.

This opinion is in response to your letter of November
14, 2001, in which you request an opinion from the Kan-
sas Governmental Ethics Commission concerning the lo-
cal conflict of interest law (K.S.A. 75-4301 et seq.). We note
at the outset that the Commission’s jurisdiction concern-
ing your question is limited to the application of K.S.A.
75-4301 et seq. Thus, whether some other statutory system,
common law theory or agency rule or regulation applies
to your inquiry is not covered by this opinion.

Factual Statement

We understand that you are requesting this opinion in
your capacity as the Erie City Attorney. You have ex-
plained that on June 1, 1999, the City of Erie (the City)
entered into a contract to lease one of its buildings to John
Smith. This contract expired on June 1, 2000 and was not
renewed. Since that time, Mr. Smith has continued to rent
the building on a month to month lease. In April of 2001,
Mr. Smith was elected to the Erie City Council. The Erie
Economic Development Committee recently recom-
mended that the Council sell this property by sealed bids.
A question has arisen as to whether Mr. Smith may par-
ticipate in the discussions and vote on whether to sell the
building by competitive bid when the sale of this prop-
erty will effectively terminate Mr. Smith’s lease.

Question
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May an Erie City Council member participate in the
discussions and vote on whether to sell a building by
competitive bid when the sale of this property will ter-
minate his lease of that building?

Opinion

In his capacity as an Erie City Council member, Mr.
Smith is governed by the local level conflict of interest
laws found in K.S.A. 75-4301 et seq. K.S.A. 75-4304 pro-
hibits a local official from participating in his capacity as
a local official in the making of contracts in which that
official has a substantial interest. It states in pertinent
part:

(a) No local governmental officer or employee shall, in
the capacity of such an officer or employee, make or par-
ticipate in the making of a contract with any person or
business by which the officer or employee is employed or
in whose business the officer or employee has a substan-
tial interest.

(d) This section shall not apply to the following;:

(1) Contracts let after competitive bidding has been ad-
vertised for by published notice. . . .

(c) A local governmental officer or employee does not
make or participate in the making of a contract if the of-
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ficer or employee abstains from any action in regard to
the contract.

You have indicated that the Council intends to offer
this contract for competitive bid. Pursuant to K.S.A. 75-
4304(d), the prohibitions in this statute do not apply to
contracts which are let pursuant to a competitive bid pro-
cess, and therefore, Mr. Smith would not be violating the
local level conflict of interest laws if he were to participate
in the making of a competitively bid contract. In addition,
although the practical effect of such a contract would be
to terminate Mr. Smith’s month to month lease, the stat-
ute only prohibits governmental employees from being
involved in the making of a contract. While Mr. Smith
would be prohibited from being involved in his official
capacity in negotiating a new, non-competitively bid
lease or contract for sale between the City and himself,
this statute would not prohibit him from being involved
in a competitively bid contract that had the practical effect
of terminating a current lease he holds.
